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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1, 22 and 24, drawn to feed prepared from soybean seeds that are 
transformed with a nucleic acid encoding a seed storage protein, classified in class 
119, subclass 51.01, for example. 

II. Claim 23, drawn to feed prepared from soybean seeds that are transformed with a 
nucleic acid encoding a promoter region from a seed storage protein and a coding 
region of a seed storage protein, wherein expression of two soybean genes is 
simultaneously repressed, classified in class 119, subclass 51.01, for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are drawn to distinct products that are genetically, biochemically and 
physiologically different. The invention of group I is drawn to feed having a reduced quantity of 
soybean seed storage protein, while the invention of group II is drawn to feed having reduced 
expression of two soybean genes, wherein each is capable of being separately made, 
independently used and the patentability of one does not render the other obvious or 
unpatentable. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by the requirement for different searches, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
